The Oursprungs and Hartmans are of German Origin. The earliest record of 
them that I have been able to uncover is that they were the owners of a small 
farm near New Freedom, Pennsylvania, just west of the Baltimore-York Turnpike, 
between 1830 and 1850. 

From there they moved to Baltimore County and opened a grocery store and 
tavern at what is now the 2700 Block Washington Boulevard, Morrell Park, within 
the limits of Baltimore City. It was here that Christian Oursprung died. Later 
Catherine Oursprung moved to what is now 3318 Washington Boulevard, where she 
continued in the grocery and tavern business, 

Christian Oursprung was buried in the rear of his store and tavern in what 
is now the 2700 Block Washington Boulevard, 

His widow, Catherine, on one of her visits to his grave found the tombstone 
missing. Upon asking the new owner if he knew anything about it, he took her 
around to the kitohen door and showed her the stone. He had taken it from the 
grave to use as a doorstep to his kitchen. I do not mow if she transplanted 
the body to another plot or not. If she did not, it is still planted on the 
place, but all traces of the grave location have vanished, 

The following is taken from an account book of Catherine Oyrsprung, now in 
the possession of her great-grandson, Lewis Cole Toomey, of Elkridgg, Howard 


County, Maryland.

The following story was told me by Pink Kelley, the daughter of Nicholas 
Heil Toomey, Nick Toomey's foster-parents were Henry Howard Toomey and his wife, 
Elizabeth, who were the lessees of a farm in the rear of the Oursprung Store and 
Tavern in the 2700 Block Washington Boulevard. Elizabeth Toomey sent her grand= 
son, Dan Toomey, and her foster-son, Nick, to the Oursprung Store for several 
pounds of sugar and coffee, 

While at the store and tavern one of the patrms save them what they be- 
lieved to be sweet cider, but it must have been hard as hell. They returned home 
singing in loud voices with the sugar in one of their boots and the coffee in the 


other. 
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Catherine Oursprung must have been a Seon e woman. The following 
shows her spunk and determination. Her daughter, Augusta, had married Nicholas 

Heil, my grandfather. Augusta had died in 1864, leaving behind the following 
children - Nicholas H. Heil, Joseph H. Heile, Christopher C,. Heil and Augusta 
Heil, 

Soon after Augusta's death, Nicholas Heil married a widow with several 
children, Catherine Oursprung received wrd that the step-mother was abusing 
the children, She set out early one morning driving a market wagon, her desti- 
nation New Freedom, Pennsylvania, 

I have checked the mileage of the route she must have taken from her home 
on Washington Boulevard, just West of Caton Avenue, which I presume was; East 
to Caton Avenue, North to Frederick Road, East to Monroe Street, North to North 
Avenue, East to Greenmomt Avenue, North on Greenmount Avenue and York Road, 
passing through Govans, Towson, Timonium, Cockeysville, Hereford, Parkton, Mary-= 
land Line where she entered Pennsylvania. After driving several miles more she 
made a left tum and drove several more miles to the farm at New Freedom. The 
reader must remember that there were no paved streets or roads when she made this 
trip. It was not until 1930 that the last section of York Road was paved with 
concrete from Parkton to the Maryland Line. I was Assistant District Engineer 
at that time for the Maryland State Roads Commission. The distance she drove 
the market wagon was approximately 40 miles. Quite a feat for a woman of about 
sixty years of age or more. If she averaged three miles per hour, she was on the 
road about thirteen hours, 

She found her grandchildren poorly dressed and their stepmother working 
them like slaves in the fields. 

The next morning she gathered them up and brought them with her to her home 
on Washington Boulevard. She raised them all except Nicholas Heil, the eldest, 


who was taken care of by Henry Howard Toomey and his wife, Elizabeth.

I, Catherine Oursprung of Baltimore County make this my last will and 
testament. First I direct all my just debts be. paid and liabilities that fol- 
low my decease be paid. 

I give and bequeath to Catherine Benner one hundred dollars, I give to 
Augusta Benner one hundred dollars, I give and bequeath to Wilhelmina Benner 
one hundred dollars, they being the daughters of my daughter Henrietta married 
to Christhoff Benner. 

I give and bequeath to Sally (the daughter of Christina, my daughter 
married to Joseph Henry Toomey) one hundred dollars, 

I give and bequeath to Augusta, the daughter of my deceased daughter who 
was married to Nicholas Heil deceased three hundred dollars. 

I also give her one good feather bed, one wardrobe, half of a dozen of my 
best chairs and one table. 

I give to Pauline, who was married to my deceased son, Christian, five 
dollars $5.00. 

It is also part of my will that no part of my household goods shall be 
sold but divided as nearly equal as may be done in three parts, one-third part 
to Henrietta, one-third part for my daughter Christianna, one-third part to the 
children of my deceased daughter, Augusta. The residue of my estate both real 
and personal shall be converted into money (as soon as my executors think best), 
and one-third part thereof I give to my daughter Henrietta, or her heirs, one= 
third to my daughter Christianna, or her heirs, one-third part to the children 
of my deceased daughter Augusta or their heirs, 

Having all cmfidence in my sons-in-law Christhoff Benner and Joseph Henry 
Toomey, I appoint and ask them to be the executors of this my last will and 


testament, this first day of December, one thousand eight hundred and seventy-one.

The Benners and the Links are of German Origin, 

Aunt Kate and Uncle Hen, as we kids affectionately called them, were the 
owners of a truck farm of twenty-six acres, more or less, situated on the 
Washington Road and the Sulphur Spring Road. It bordered the east side by 
Sulphur Spring Road and the south side of Washington Road. It extended along 
Sulphur Spring Road to the Right-of-Way of the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad at 
Lansdowe in Baltimore County, Maryland. It extended east along the Washington 
Road to the property line of Henry Link's brother, Frederick Link, 

No trace of the farm exists today, but in place of the farm there is a 
motel facing Washington Boulevards; the office of the motel is now the remodeled 
home of Hen and Kate Link. The rest of the farm is a small village, consisting 
of hames and several business enterprises. Two of their children, Carrie and 
Gussie, still reside on the place and several descendants of Nettie own homes 
in the village. Hen Link's father was Adam Link, Hen Link had two brothers, 
George and Frederick, and two sisters, Margaret who married George Melie and 
Catherine who married George Wolfe. 

There was on the Southwest corner of Washington Road and Sulphur Spring 
Road, a tavern owned by John Jacksm (Jack) Wade, which was torn down in 1957 
due to the relocation of the Baltimore Washington Boulevard and the construction 
of the Baltimore County Beltway by the Maryland State Roads Commission. 

One of Jack Wade's daughters, Emma Pamelia Wade, married Thomas Frederick

OF THE 


HEIL<HILE-HEILE FAMILY 


Origin: 

The distinguished name of Heil is of German Origin and has several varients 
which are HayleHeoill-Heyl and Heilee Some authorities claim the name was taken 
from some parish in Germany bearing the name; while other authorities on heraldry 
claim the name is a nickname or an abbreviation of another surname. During the 
early periods surnames derived their origin from some township, while other surnames 
derived their origin from parish's or Banas oa We believe the surname of Heile 
is a locality name, deriving its origin from some township, village, parish, or 
hamlet in Germany bearing the name of Heil or Heilee 

Of Pennsylvania German Pioneers, we give the following: In a list of German 
passengers who arrived at the Port of Philadelphia in the ship Devotion (Captain 
William Waters) the name of George Heil is listed. Another George Hayle or Heil 
was an early settler of Pennsylvaniae He sailed from Rotterdam in Holland on 
board the Ship Dragon (Commander Charles Hargrave) to Philadelphia. 

At the courthouse in Philadelphia, Pennsylvania, are records of Johannes and 
Jorg Heile They sailed from Rotterdam, Holland, but last from Plymouth, England, 
on board the ship Rawley (Captain John Grove) and arrived in Pennsylvania on 


October 23, 1752.6 
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John Christian Heil arrived in Pennsylvania on board the Ship Saint Michael 
(Thomas Ellis, Commander) which sailed from Hamburg in Germany, but last from 
Cowes, Englande 

F. Je Heil, Junior Proprietor of a well-known drugstore in Prescott, was 
born in Indiana in 1876. He began his independent career at the early age of 
eleven years and became connected with the drug business, with which he was iden- 
tifiede On December 4, 1909, Mr. Heil was married to Miss Kathryn Turner. He 
owned one of the finest pharmacies in the city and the prescription department was 
especially complete. 

George Clinton Heil was a native son and was born in Santa Anna, Californiae 
He was the son of Joseph Pe Heile He was born October 27, 1888. Mr. Heil's 
mother had a ranch of 120 acres which was brought up to a high state of cultiva- 
tion. George Clinton Heil managed 80 acres and his brother had charge of 40 acres. 
George Clinton Heil married Miss Irma McClure in 1910. They had two children + 
Clinton Heil and Irma Katheryne Heil. 

Charles Emile Heil, Artis, was born in Boston, Massachusetts, on February 28, 
1870, and was the son of Charles Theodore and Louise (Poole) Heil. He married 
Christina J. Sanders in 1902. Mre Heil specialized in painting and etching of 
birdse He was represented in permanent collections of the National Museum at 
Washington, D.C. 

Walter Heil, Museum Director, was born in Oppenheim, Germany, on November 10, 
1890, and was the son of George and Elizabeth (Lautenberger) Heil.e He married 
Katherine We Buttrick in 1928. He came to the United States in 1926 and was natu» 
ralized in 1932e He was the Director of the California Palace of the Legion of 
Honor of San Francisco, since 1933- 


George Le Heil was President and Director of The Heil Packing Company of

Nicholas Heil-Hile-Heile, fled the country and came to America and settled 
in York County, Pennsylvania, near the town of New Freedom, where he met Augusta 
Oursprung wim he marriede If he had not escaped I would not be writing this 
article at present. In fact there would have been no Jim Heile or any of the fol-

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Nicholas Harry Toomey, born Nicholas Harry Heil was raised by foster-parents, 
Henry Howard Toomey and his wife, Mary Elizabeth Toomey nee Clarkson. Lefore 
his marriage he had his name legally changed to Nicholas Harry Toomey, thereby 
honoring his foster-parents who were so good to hime 

At the age of seventeen years he entered the service of the Baltimore and 
‘Ohio Railroad in the year of 1869. He was a locomotive fireman and engineere For 
a period of several years while working as engineer; his brother Christopher Ce 
Heil-Hile, was his firemane In his entire career with the railroad he only had 
one serious accident and that was when his train was derailed at Kelay, Baltimore 
County on the sharp fie on the B & O main linee He was trapped in the cab 
with the escaping steam so dense he could not seee He kept one arm over his mouth 
to keep from inhaling the steam while he groped with his other arm to find a way 
oan of his cabe Finally, in desperation he exclaimed, "God have mercy on me". 
Then making a lunge, he flew clear out of the cab windowe He often stated later 
that he never knew why he made that lunge except perhaps God made it for hime 
Doctor Clagget the railroad medical doctor was standing on the Relay Station Plate 
form when the accident occured and promptly walked to the scene. Uncle Nick was 
scalded right severe by steam and his legs so swolien that the doctor had to cut 
Uncle Nick's new boots to get them offs When he saw what happened to his boots, 
he cursed Doctor Clagget for about thirty minutes, then apologized to hime 

His last assignment with the railroad, before retirement, was piloting the 
Royal Blus Express, the number one passenger train of the B & O Kailroad, running 
between Philadelphia, Pennsylvania, via Baltimore, Maryland, to Washington, District 
of Columbiae He retired in 1919 after working with the railroad a period of fifty 
yearse On his retirement he was presented a gold pin by the railroad for his 


fifty years of continued servicée 
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He was a life member of the Pythagovas Lodge #123 of the Ancient Free and 
| Accepted Masons Masonic Fraternity and visited the Millington Lodge #166 on the 
occasions when I recoived my first, second and third degrees on January 24, 1911, 
February 14, 1911, and March 14, 191le <A few years before his death he received 
from the Grand Lodge of Maryland a gold pin commemorating his fifty years as a 
Waster Masone Damn, I am getting old = I will receive the fifty year gold pin 
next yeare At his death he was the oldest member of the fraterriity in the State 
of Marylande | 

He lived 30 years after his retirement and saietien every year of ite He 
had wonderful health. I recall the following incident on his 85th birthday. His 
daughter, Pink, gave him a birthday party, inviting the members of the family. 
Uncle Nick loved to play cards, especially pitche After a damn good dinner pre- 
pared by Pink, Uncle Nick suggested a game of pitch. Several tables were set upe 
Playing at the table with him were his two sons, Harry and Clagget, and yours 
trulye I noticed that of all those playing the game he was the only one not 
wearing eye glassese I remarked to Pink later in the evening that her father had 
the most remarkable sight for a man over seventy years of age that I had ever en- 
counterede ‘She told me that his other four senses were oqually as goode He loved 
to eat, especially dessertse When he sat down to the table to eat his dinner the 
first question he would ask was "What are we having for dessert?" 

On July 4, 1628, the cornerstone was laid by Charles Carroll of Carrollton 
at Mout Clare, Maryland; creating the Baltimore and Ohio Railroade The first 
railroad in Americae 

On July 4, 1928, the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad celebrated their centennial 
by opening the Fair of the Iron Horse at Halethorpe, Baltimore County, Marylende 

Nick Toomey was recalled from his retirement by the railroad to pilot the 


engine that he first ran on his promotion to locomotive engincere 
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He ran the Engine from Mount Clare Shops to the Fair of the Iron Horse where 
he was one of the honored guests for the duration of the Faire The engine he 
piloted was a Ross Winans Camel Back Enginee 

Nick Toomey was at all times a perfect gentleman and all of us who knew him 
loved and respected him and were better men and women by simply trying to follow 
his creed of honesty and integrity. 

His wife, Millie Cordelia (Deal) Toomey nee Roberts, whom we nephews, nieces 
and her intimate friends affectionately called Aunt Deal, was a wonderful woman;

Several years ago Irish Horan and his former associate Lucky Teter wore at 


the peak of his fame and had discussed a super-thriller - shooting a stock auto- 


mobile from a huge cannone Plans were drawn but the plan was set aside tempo- 
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rarily, but in 1949 the plan was put into actione 

Irish Horan skyrocketed to fame in the early days of the thrill show business 
when his ideas and theatrical experience became teamed with the driving skill of 
the late Lucky Teter. Together, this combination moved to the top of the list as 
stunt show performerse During that period, Buddy Toomey, then a youmgster of 
eighteen, became first a protege of and eventually a co-star with Teter. He later 
joined forces with Horan and together Irish Horan and Buddy became the unchallenged 
leaders in their profession. 

When the twoesome decided they could not rest on their laurels of 1949, the 
cannon plans were brought out of the mothballs and brought into realitye To the 
thrill fan watching the eo ads and brilliance of the production, it became ob- 
vious the show was in the hands of perfectionists, Horan and Toomeye The cars 
were always in top condition; the show moved with split-second precision that kept 
the spectator's interest at a peak and sharp, snappy, skillful driving was empha- 
sized rather than the old formula of destruction where little skill was requirede 

Calling for showmanship performances, this type of driving in which the 
drivers see just how close they could come to the ragged edge of destruction only 
to return with a twist of the steering wheel; kept the members of the audience on 
the edge of their seatse As for the performers, their enjoyment of the thrijls 
aud skills they were able to provide was manifested by the smiles of genuine plea- 
sure which were obvious throughout the one and a half hours of entertainmente 

Nightly a gigantic cannon belched forth a blinding flash followed by a 
thunderous roar as a beautiful new Dodge convertible exploded from the barrel of 
the tremendous howitzer and into 2400 square feet of space, presenting the great= 
est, most spectacular exhibition that had ever been presented by an automobile 
thrill showe 

Behind the wheel of the fantastic projectile consisting of a stock model con- 


vertible which is hurled high in tho air at a mile a minute clip to land ona 
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rampway 80 feet away is Buddy Toomey, the nation's top automobile stunt man and 
star performer with Irish Horan and his Lucky Hell Drivers. 

In introducing this act, Toomey was the first and only performer to over 
attempt such a feat, thereby adding to his laurels as the undisputed king in the 
Sport where the daredevils daily carry on a flirtation with death. 

Providing the heretofore unheard of demonstration of precision driving and 
intestinal fortitude (that is plain guts) Toomey races into the breech of the 
tremendous artillery piece at 55 miles per hour with a scant three inches on each 
Side for clearance inside the barrel he was propelled to still highter and more 
powerful speeds by a series of jets which literally exploded him from the mouth 
of the cannone Huge evenies on the windshield posts offered mute and vivid testi- 
mony to the bullet-like fit as Toomey and his auto emerge from the 8,000 pound 
field piecoe 

| Toomey met with near disaster in his initial attempt when he smacked the can-~ 
non head-on, demolishing an automobile and sustaining minor injuriese A second 
car was destroyed when in unfolding the stunt to newsreel photographers give days 
later he hit a rampway after coming out of the cannone 

Buddy had not escaped unscathed from his thrilling escapades however. In 
1938 the intrepid perfomner broke four vertebrae and was told he would never walk 
againe In a few weeks however he was back with the show; performing his sensa= 
tional blindfold motorcycle jwnp.e His worst accident occurred in Dodge City, 
Kansas, in 1941, when his Dive Bomber stunt mis-fired, sending him to the hospital 
where medics predicted he would not livee Two weeks later though Toomey crossed 
up the prognosticators by rejoining the showe 

At the age of thirty-five years of age, six feet tall he weighed 180 pounds 
and was a colorful performer who wore « wide grin throughout the two-hour show 


that was genuine because he derived huge enjoyment from his chosen occupations 
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His wife, Jacqueline, too was a veteran of the stunt field. Affectionately 
known as "Bye-Bye", Toomey's attractive wife appeared as a driver in the New York 
World's Fair. 

I would like to add a postscript and tmt is = Buddy had and still has a hell 
of a lot of nerve or intestinal fortitude or plain dam gutse

I was invited by him to go to his 
former home in Culpeper County, Virginiae We left his home early one morning and 
drove about 15 miles where Dick told me there was plenty of small game such as 
rabbits, squirrels and quaile If I recall correctly, a brother of Dick's and a 
friend of his, were in our party. We had very good luck bagging a good many 
rabbits and about a dozen quail and a fewsquirrelse About 3:00 P.M. when it 
started to rain we decided to call it quits and headed for Dick's homee The rain 
turned into a bad storms Arriving at a small creek, which when we forded it on 
our trip to the hunting ground was practically dry, we found it flowing with 
about one foot of water which was flowing very fast. The width of the ford was 


approximately one hundred feete When we arrived at the center of the lord we got 
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stucke Dick, who was driving, tried for several minutes to get the car moving 
but was unable toe The water was getting deeper and deeper in the creeke Inow- 
ing the nature of these momtain streams where the water piles up rapidly at 
those fords, we all feared the water would soon reach the engine and then we would 
sure be in one hell of a fixe Dick realizing the danger we were in, turned the 
steering wheel over to me, leaped out into the now raging stream with the other 
two following him and began pushing on the care Dick slipped and down he went into 
ths damn icy cold water. Getting to his feet with the aid of the other two, they 
managed to free the car and with the water lapping my feet, I drove as fast as I 
could to the solid grouwmd out of the streame When we finally got to our destina= 
tion and Pink seeing the soaked condition of her beloved spouse was quite upset 
and hustled him in the house where she ordered him to get out of the wet clothes 
in a hell of a hurry before he would contact pneumoniae Divesting himself of his 
wet clothes he took several stiff shots of liquor. The liquor prevented him from

Leaving 
the Baltimore Polytechnic Institue in his second year, at the request of Lieutenant 
King, the Principal, after a brawl in the basement of the Institute, where he 
accidentally nit one of the instructors in the jaw felling him to the floor. He 
entered the service of the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad as a Car Recorder. Later he 
was transferred to their Engineering Department as an axeman on one of their Sur= 
veying Parties, which isthe lowest positon on a survey party. His party made 
track surveys in the States of Pennsylvania, Virginia, West Virginia, Ohio, Indi- 
ana, Illinois and Maryland. During this employment he took a course with a corres= 
pondence school in Surveying and Mapping. Being furloughed in the Winter of 1913 
he secured an appointment as a Construction Road Inspector, Grade "C" with the 
Maryland State Roads Commission in the Spring of 1914. He was promoted to Grade

VERDICT OF JURY 

The Jury of Inquest cailea by Coroner Jeffers met in the Western Police 
Station last night and atter nearing the testimony of several witness, rendered 
the following verdict. 

Christopher Hile came to his death through negligence due to the inspection 
of rail and roadbed of the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad. 

The dead engineer left an estate of nearly $20,000 - momey in the bank and 
several pieces of real estate. As a verbal will is not valid in Maryland, the es- 
tate will be divided as though he died intestate, but survivors say his dying 
wishes will be carried out as soon as the apportionment is made. 

NOTES _ 
Uncle Chris in his youth was quite a rough and tumble fighter and was highly 


proficient in the knowledge of profanity. 
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When I was about 16 years of age I ran into Uncle Chriss on Lexington Street. 
Knowing his ability in swearing, I thought I would impress nim by knowledge of 
this art. While talking to him I would utter a few choice oaths every once in a 
while. Finally, Uncle Chriss said, "Jimmie, swearing is a sin and I do not want to 
hear another cuss word from you", I was amazed so when I got home I told my father 
about it. My father intormed me that he had joined the Methodist Church a few years 
previous and had not uttered an oath since. 

ALSO NOTE: 

My father, Uncle Nick and Uncle Chriss, with several others, had been gunning. 
They had hunted until dark, then proceeded to Wes Wade's tavern to imbibe in some 
liquor refreshment. . 

As they were drinking, in walked Henry Deering. Uncle Chriss picked up his 
gun and pointed it at Henry Deering and said jokingly to Wes Wade, "Wes, I have had 
no luck today, but damned if I do not get me a bird now", Henry Deering did not 
see the joke and had Uncle Chriss arrested, Justice of the Peace Moeller of Mount 
Winans, Baltimore County, dismissed the charge. 

Referring again to the death of Uncle Chriss, his brother Nicholas had a simi- 
lar accident in the same vicinity but survived.

Thank you very much, she sobbed, as delegates to the 
fourth annual Girl's State cheered her victory in the State House in Annapolis, 
Miss Renner polled 41 votes in the balloting for the top post among the 98 high 
school Juniors participating in the model government sponsored by the American 
Legion Auxiliary. She represented Franklyn High School, Reisterstown, 

The honor of being Governor, "for a day", though it far outshone the others 
was not the only one that came Dorothy's way duwing the week that the teenagers 
took over the State House in the Maryland Capitol. She also received a prize at 
the talent show when she recited a monologue and was awarded a gold pin.

She is also a charter member of the Women of Psi Omega, an auxiliary group of 
the Psi Omega Fraternity and the Quota Club of Baltimore in which Dr. Toomey has 
served in many offices including Lieutenant Governor of the Tenth District of the 
Quota International.

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SHE MOTHERS DENTAL STUDENTS 
TEMPORARY JOB LASTS 44 YEARS 


(By Jeanne B. Sargeant) 

When Katharine Toomey walked out the doors of the Baltimore College of 
Dental Surgery, University of Maryland, on West Lombard Street, Tuesday Evening, 
it was her final departure from the office of Administrative Assistant. 

Yet when she walked in the door of the same institution in 1917 it was to 
have been for a stay of no more than three weeks as temporary secretary in the 
offices. 

The intervening forty-four years have made the name of Katharine Toomey an 
integral part of the college, where she has mothered, nutured and encouraged 
3,371 dental school graduates, only fifteen of whom have been women. 

"LIKES PEOPLE" 

Miss Toomey has retained her youth from her work with and for the school, but 
she is retiring (effective April 1) simply to have more time to indulge her hobby 
which she describes as "people". She is also interested in making her house a 
home, an activity for which she has not had much time, although students have al- 
ways been encouraged to use her place as a home away from home. 

When Miss Toomey came to the Dental College, founded in 1848 and the first 
such college in the country, it had been merged with the University of Maryland 
only since 1892, and had but one Dean (Dr. Ferdinand J. S. Gorgas). Miss Toomey 
has served under three succeeding Deans: Dr. Timothy D. Heatwole, Dr. J. Ben 
Robinson and the current officer, Dr. Myron S. Aisenberg. 

Even though her mother had protested her working at the school and she had 
accepted a temporary position only until a permanent employee could be found, she 
stayed on to become te Te Assistant in the 1920's, That is still her 
fitle and her duties have included serving as Secretary—Treasurer of the Faculty 


Assembly, Secretary of the Dean's Council and many Committee Memberships. 
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"MANY HONORS" 

Many honors have come her way during her tenure. She is an honorary member 
of the Alumae Association, of the Alumnae Club of the University of Maryland and 
the Ladies' Auxiliary of the Baltimore County Dental Society. She has also worked 
with the Dental Assistants! Society; is an officer of the Newman Club of the school 
and was an organizer of the Women of Psi Omega, dental fraternity. She was dis- 
tinctively honored in 1958 when she was granted an honorary L.L.D. degree from Mte 
St. Mary's College in Enmittsburg, one of the few lay women so honored. 

In 1960 the Student Senate presented her with a plaque commemorating her out- 
standing service and assistance to the student body. 

In turn, a plaque is being awarded in her name for devotion to the school and 
profession to a graduating student each year. This started in June and is being 
perpetuated by her cousin, Dr. Lewis C. Toomey, of Chevy Chase, The Class of 1948 
has also presented a portrait of her to the school which occupies a place of honor 
in the halls, 

"SCHOOL CHANGES" 

As for the dental school itself, Miss Toomey says the main changes have been 
in the increased training involved and the subdivisions into specialties. Since 
the school founding in 1840, there have been 8,712 graduates. There is still a 
shortage of dentists, just as of medical doctors. Some of the newer methods of 
teaching are now being employed, such as TV in the classrooms with monitored sets 
and ever-increasing use of visual aids. 

Among the other interests she will cultivate are her charter membership in the 


Quota Club and travel to visit former students in Puerto Rica, Florida, Trinidad 
and other parts of the globe.

Kate Toomey's retirement effective 4-1-1961, after 44 years of continued 


service with the State of Maryland, is somewhat like mine, (except she is a damn
